Inheritance and Income Taxer. 

The president strongly favors the 
enactment..of a-law providing for an 
tax, citing’ - precedents 


inheritance

court. He likewise expresses a. firm 
} belief in the possibility"of enacting & 
constitutional income tax law, and 
urges careful attention to this matter. 
This feature is presented today in full. 

The president makes an appeal for 
better systems of technical and indus- 
trial training along all lines. : 

Particularly does he urge a more 
widespread and better education of the 
farming classes, and commends the or- 
Sanization of the agricultural produc- 
ing classes as necessary to their own 
progress and well being. This feat~- 
ure is given in full. 

Irrigation and forest preservation 
are recommended, as is also the erec- 
tion of a memorial amphitheater at 
Arlington. 


Marriage and Divorce. 

In view of the wide difference among 
the state laws on the subject of mar- 
riage and divorce, President Roosevelt 
urges that power to deal with this 
Subject should be conferred on the 
national government. 


On this subject, among other things, 
he says: 

“At present the wide differences in| 
the laws of the different states on this 
subject result in scandals and abuse; 
and surely there is nothing so vitally 
essential to the welfare of the nation, 
nothing around which the nation 
shoyvld so bend itself to throw every 
Safeguard, as the home life of the 
average citizen. The change would be 
good from every standpoint. In par- 
ticular it Would be good because it 
would confer on the congress the pow- 
er at once to deal radically and effi- 
cienth with polygamy; and this should 
ke done whether or not marriage and 
divorce are dealt with. It is neither 
safe nor proper to leave the question 
of polygamy to be dealt with by the 
several states. Power to deal with it 
should be conferred on the national 
government.” 

The passage of a wise law for thea 
purpose of encouraging and fostering 
American shipping is deemed a neces- 
sity. This subject is given in full. 

That currency reform is demanded. 
President Roosevelt has no doubt, but 
he does not go to the extent of reco.- 
mending any particular law.. He asks 
consideration of the subject and the 
passage’ of suth law as will relieve the 
situation, particularly at that season of 
the year when the crops are being. mar- 
keted.

He expresses earnest hope that. the bi!l.

President Points Out the Peril to the Whites From 
Lawlessness-- Warns Negroes Not to 
‘Harbor Their Criminals.

that springs up, now in one part of our 
country, now in another. Each section, 
north, south, east or west, has its own 
faults: no section can with wisdom 
spend its time jeering at the faults of 
another section; it should be busy trying 
to amend its own shortcomings. To 
deal with the crime of corruption it is 
necessary to have an awakened public 
conscience, and to supplement this by 
whatever legislatiq@n will add speed and 
certainty in the execution of the law. 
When we deal with lynching even more 
is necessary. A great many white men 
are lynched, but the crime is peculiarly 
frequent in respect to black men. The 
greatest existing cause of lynching Is the 
penpetration, especially by black men, 
of the hideous crime of rape—the most 
abominable of all the category of 
crimes, even worse than murder. Mobs 
frequently avenge the commission of this 
crime by themselves torturing to death 
the man ommitting it; thus avenging 
in bestial fashion a bestial deed, and re-: 
ducing themselves to a level with the 
criminal. : 
Roosevelt Quotes Governor Candler. 
“‘Lawiessness grows by what it feeds 
upon; and when mobs begin! to lynch for 
rape they speedily extend the sphere of 
their operations and lynch for many’ 
other kinds of crimes, so that two-thirds 
of the lynchings are not for rape at ail; 
while a considerable proportion of thé 
individuals lynched are innocent of all 
crime, ‘ Governor Candler, of Georgia, 
stated on one occasion, some years ago: 
‘I can say of a verity that I have, with- 
in the last month, saved the lives of half 
a dozen innocent negroes who were pur- 
sued by the mob, and brought them to 
trial in a court of law in which they 
were acquitted.” As Bishop Galloway, 
of Mississippi, has finely’ said: ‘When 
the rule of a mob gd>tains, that which 
distinguishes a high civilization is sur- 
rendered. The mob which lynches a ne- 
gro charged with rape will in a little 
while lynch a white man suspected of 
crime. Every Christian patriege “in 
America needs to lift up his voice in 
loud and eternal protest against the 
mob spirit that is threatening the in- 
tegrity of this republic.’ Governor Jetks, 
of Alabama, has recently spoken as fol- 
lows: ‘The lynching. of any person for 
whatever crime is inexcusable anywhere 
—it isa defiance of orderly government, 
but the killing of innocent people under 
any provocation is infinitely more hor- 
rible; and yet innocent people are likely 
to die when a mob’s terrible lust is once 
aroused. The lesson is this: No citi- 
zen can afford to countenance a defiance

tures who dwell therein. No man can . 
take part in the torture of a human be- 
ing without having his own moral na- 
ture permanently lowered.. Every lynch- 
ing means just so much moral deteriora- 
tion in all the children who have any 
knowledge of it, and therefore just so 
much additional trouble for the next 
generation of Americans. ;

Education for the Negro. 

‘““There is another matter which has a 
direct bearing upon this matter of lynch- 
ing and of the brutal crime which some- 
times calls it forth and at other times 
merely furnishes the excuse for its exist- 
ence. It is out of the question for our 
people as a whole permanently to rise 
by treading down any of their own num- 
ber. Even those who themselves for the 
moment profit by such maltreatment of 
their fellows will in the long run also 
suffer. No more shortsighted policy can 
be imagined than, in the fancied interest 
of one class, to prevent the education of 
another class. The free public school, 
the chance for each boy or girl to get a 
good elementary education, Hes at the 
foundation of our whole political situa- 
tion. In every community the poorest citi- 
zens, those who need the schools most, 
would be deprived of them if they oniz 
received school facilities proportioned to 
the taxes they paid. This is as true of - 
one portion of our country as of another. 
It is as true for the negro as for the

Best Training for Negro, 

“Of course the best type of education 
for the ‘colored man, ¢eken az a whole, 
is such education as is conferred in 
schools like Hampton and Tuskegee; 
where the boys.and girls, the young men 
and young women, are trained industrial- 
ly as well as in the ordinary public 
school branches. The graduates of these 
schools turn out well in the great ma- 
jority of cases, and hardly any of them 
become criminals, while what little 
criminality there is never takes the form 
of that brutal violence which invites 
lynch law. Eyery graduaje of these. 
schools—and for the matter of that every 
other colored man or woman-—who leads 
a life so useful and honorable as to win 
the good will and respect of those whites 
whose neighbor he or she is, thereby 
helps the whole colored race as it can 
be helped in no other way; for next to 
the negro himself, the man who can do 
most to help the negro is his white neigh- 
bor who lives near him; and our steady 
effort should be to better the relations 
between the two. Great though the 
benefit of these schools has been to their 
colored pupile and to the colored peo- 
ple, it may well be questioned whether — 
the Benefit has not been at least as greaf 
to the white people among whom these 
colored pupils live after they graduate. 
| .“Be it, remembered, furthermore, . that 
the individuals who, whether from folly, 
from evil temper, from greed for office, 
or in a spirit of mere base demagogy,

Dealing with the Rio conference, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt says in part: 

‘In many parts of South America there 
has been much misunderstanding of the 
attitude and purposes of the United

suffer, and, it is my observation, more 
usually suffer than the gulity. The 
white people of the south indict the 
whole colored race on the ground that 
‘even the better element lends no assis*- 
ance whatever in ferreting out criminals 
of their own color. 
Negroes Must Not Shield Criminals. 
“*The respectable colored people must 
tearn not to harbor their crimina's. but 
to assist the officers in bringing them to 
justice. This is the larger crime, and it 
provokes such atrocious offenses as the 
one in Atlanta... The two races can 
mever get on until there is an under- 
standing on the part of both to make 
common cause with the law-abiding 
against criminals of any color.’ 
‘Moreover. where atly crime .committed 
by a member of one race against a mem- 
ber of another race is avenged in such 
fashion that it seems as if not the indi- 
vidual criminal, but the whole race, is 
attacked, the result is to exasperate to 
the highest deeree race feeling. There

There are industries | 
in which it is not possible that the hours’ 
of labor should be reduced; just as there ' 
are communities not far enough advanced | 
for such a movement to be for their good, 
or, if in the tropics, so situated that there 
is no analogy between their needs and 
ours in this matter. On the isthmus of 
Panama, for instance, the conditions are 
in every way so different from what they 
are here that an eight-hour day would 
be absurd: just as it is absurd, so’ far 
as the isthmus is concerned, where white | 
labor cannot: be employed, to bother as to 
whether the necessary work is done by 
alien black men or by alien yellow men. 
But the waggworkers of the United 
States are of so high a grade that alixe 
from the merely industrial standpoint and 
from the civic standpoint it should be 
our object to.do what we can in the 
direction of seeuring the general observ- 
ance of an eight-hour day. Until re- 
cently the eight-hour law on our fed- 
eral ‘statute books has been very scantily 
observed. Now, however, largely through 
the instrumentality.of the bureau of la-

sacrifice of life may be reduced to a 
minimum, but it cannot be completely 
eliminated. 
to compel the employee, or rather the 
family of the killed or disabled victim, 
to bear the entire burden of such an in- 
evitable sacrifice. In other words, society 
shirks its duty by l@Ving the whole cost 
on the victim, whereas the injury comes 
from what may me called the legit- 
imate risks of the trade. Compe- 
tence for accidents or deaths 
¢ve in any line of industries to the 
actual conditions under which that in- 
dustry is carried on, should be pa‘d 
by that portion of the community for 
the benefit of which the industry is 
carried on—that is, by those who profi* 
by the industry. If the entire trade 
risk is placed upon the employer he will 
promptly and properly add it to th» 
legitimate cost ‘of production and as- 
sess it proportionately upon the consum- 
ers of his commodity. It is therefors 
clear to my mind that the law shou.u 
place this entire “risk of a trade’’ upon 
the employer. Neither the federal law, 
ror, as far as I am informed, the sta‘e 
laws dealing with the question of em 
ployers’ liability are sufficiently thoro- 
going. The federal law should of course 
include employees in navy yards, ar- 
senals, and the like.

Duty of Man of Great Wealth. 

“The man of great wealth owes a pe- 
culiar obligation to the state, because 
he derives special advantages from the 
mere existence of government. Not only 
should he recognize this obligation in the 
way he leads his daily life and in the 
way he earns and spends his money, bat 
it shouly also be recognized by the way 
in which he pays for the protection he 
state gives him. On the one hand, it is 
¢esirable that he should assume his full 
and vroper share of the burden of taxa- 
tion; on the other hand, it is quite nec- 
essary that in this kind of taxation, 
where the men who vote the tax pay ‘ut 


_Lttle of it, there should be clear recog- 
| tition of the danger of inaugurating any 


such system save in a spirit of entire 
justice and moderation. Whenever we, 
@s a (people, undertake to remodel %°ur 
taxation system along the lines sug- 
wested, we must make it clear beyond 
reradventure that our aim is to distribute 
the burden of supporting the government 
more equitably than at present; that we 
intend to treat rich man and poor man 
on a basis of absolute equality, and that 
me regard it as equally fatal to true 
democracy to do or permit injustice to 
the one as to do or permit injustice to 
the. other. 

“T am well aware that such a subject 
es this needs long and careful study ‘n 
crder that the people may become famil- 
iar with what is proposed to be done, 
may clearly see the necessity of proceed- 
ing with wisdom and self-restraint, and 
may make up their minds just how ‘ar 
they are willing to go in the matter; 
while only trained legislators can work 
cut the project in necessary detail. But 
I feel that in the near future our national 
legislators should enact a law providing

Exactly how far the inheritance ‘ax; 


weuld as an incident, have the effect of 
iimiting the transmission by devise or 
gift of the enormous fortunes in ques- 
tion it is not necessary @t present ‘o 
€iscuss. It is wise that progrese in chis| 
¢rection should be gradual. At first a 
rermanent national inheritance tax, while 
it might be more substantial than any 
euch tax has hitherto beén, need not ap- 
‘proximate. either in amount or in the 
extent of the increase by graduation, to 
what such a tax should ultimately be. 

“This species of tax has again and 
again been imposed, although only tem- 
porarily, by the national government. It 
was first fmposed by the act of July 6, 
!797, when the makers of the constitution 
were alive and at the head of affairs. It 
mas @ graduated tax; though: small fn 
amount, the rate. ‘was increased 
wth the amount left’ to any  in- 
dividual, exceptions being . made _ in 
the case of certain close kin. A 
similar tax was again imposed by the 
act of July !, 1862; a minimum sum of 
$1,000 in personal property being ex- 
cepted from taxation, the tax then be- 
coming progressive according to the re- 
moteness of kin. The war-revenue act 
lof June 18, 1898, provided for an. inher- 
'itance tax on any sum exceéding the 
value of $10,000, the rate of the tax in- 
ereasing both in accordance with the 
amounts left and in accordance with the 
legatee’s remoteness of kin: The gu- 
preme court hag held that the succession 
tax imposed at the time of the civil \.ar 
was not a direct tax, but an impost or 
excise which was both constitutional and 
valid. More recently the court, in an 
opinion delivered by Mr. Justice White, 
which contained an exceedingly able and 
elaborate discussion of the powers of the 
congress to impose death duties, sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the in- 
heritance tax feature of the war revenue 
act of 1898. 

Income Tax Is Desirable. 

In its incidents, and apart from. the 
main purpose of raising revenue, an in- 
come tax stands on an entirely different 
footing from an inheritance tax; because 
it involves no question of tne perpetue- 
tion of fortunes swollen to an unhealthy 
size. The question is in its essence a 
question of the proper adjustment ~f 
burdens to benefits. As the law now 
stands it is undoubtedly difficult to de- 
vise a national income tax which shall 
be constitutional: But whether it is a>- 
solutely impossible is another question; 
and if possible it is most certainly ue- 
sirable. The first purely income tax law 
was past by the congress: in. 1861, but 
the most intportant law dealing with the 
subject was that ‘of 18694. This the court 
held to be unconstitutional. | 

Tae question is undoubtedly very eye 
cate, delicate and troublesome. The de- 
cision of the court was only reached ‘by 
lone majority. It is the law of the land, 
and of course is accepted a® such and 
loyally obeyed by all good citizens. 
Nevertheless, the hesitation evidently 
felt by the court as a whole in coming: 
to a conclusion, when considered togeth- 
er with the previous’ decisions on .the 
subjeet, may perhaps indicate the possi- 
bility of devising a constitutional income 
tax law which snall substantially ac- 
complish the results aimed at. The dif- 
ficulty of amending the constitution is so 
great that only real necessity can justify 
a resort thereto. Every effort should 
be made in dealing with this subject, as 
with the subject of the proper control by 
tlie national government over the use of 
corporate wealth in Interstate business, 
to devise legislation which without such 
action shall attain the desired end; but 
if this fails, tnere will ultimately be no 
alternative to a constitutional amend- 


ment.

‘SHIPPING 


Roosevelt Urges Legislation for an Elastic Currency 
and Also the Passage of Law to Build Up 
_ Merchant Marine. - | 


URRENCY reform and American 
( shipping are referred.to as fol- 

. lows: 

“Tet me once again call thé attention 
of the congress to two subjects concern- 
ing which I have, fréquentiy before com- 
municated with them. One is the ques- 
tion of develéping American shipping. I 
trust that a law embodying in substance 
the views, or a major part of the views, 
expressed in the report on this subject 
laid before the house at its last session 
will be passed. I am well aware that in 
former years objectionable measureg™ 
have been proposed in reference to the 
encouragement of American shipping; 
but it seems to me that the proposed 
measure is as nearly unobjectionable as 
any can be. It will of course benefit 
primarily our seaboard states, such as 
Maine, Louisiana and Washington, but 


what benefits part of our people in the 


end benefits all; just as government aid 
to irrigatio nand forestry in the west is 
really of benefit, not only to the Rocky 
mountain states, but to all our country. 
If it prove impracticable to enact a law 
for the encouragement of shipping gen- 
erally, then at least provision should 
be’ made for better communication with 
South America, notably for fast mail 
lines to the chief South American ports. 
It ig discreditable to us that our’ bust- 
ness people, for lack of direct communi- 
cation in the shape of lines of steamers 
with South America, should in that great 
sister. continent be at a disadvantage 
to the business peoplé of

“] especially call your attention to the 
second subject, the condition of our cur- 
rency law. The national bank act has 
ably served a great purpose in aiding the

from $21.41 to $33.08. For several years 
evidence has been accumulating that @d- 
ditional legisiation fs*needed. “The recur- 
rence of each crop season émphasizes 
the defects of the present; laws. There 
must soon be a revision of business dis- 
aster. Since your body adjourned there 
has been a fluctuation in the interest on 
call money from 2 per cent to 30 per 
cent: and thé fluctuation was even greater 
during the preceding Six months. The 
secretary of the treasury had to. step in 
and by wise action put a stop to the most 
vielent period of oscillation. Even worse 
than such fluctuations.is the advance in 
commerical rates and ‘the uncertainty 
felt in the sufficiency of credit even at 
high rates. All commercial interests suf- 
fr during each crop period. Excessive 
rates for call money in New York at- 
tract money from the interlor banks into 
the speculative field; this depletes the 
fund that would otherwise be available 
for commercial uses, and commercial 
borrowers are forced to pay abnormal 
rates; so that each fall a tax, in the 
shape of increased interest charges, is 
placed on the whole commerce of the 
country. 

“The meré statement of these facts 


? 
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shows that our present system is seri- 
ously defective. There is need of a 
change. Unfortunately, however, many 
of the proposed changes must be ruled 
from consideration because they are com- 
plicated, are nut easy of comprehension, 
and tend to disturb existing rights and 
interest. We must also rule out any 
plan which would materially impair the 
value of the United States 2 per cent 
bonds now pledged to ‘secure circula- 
tion, the issue of which was made under 
conditions peculiarly creditable to the 
treasury. I do not press any especial 
plan. Various plans have recently been 
proposed by expert committees of bank- 
ers. Among the plans which are possi- 
bly feasible and which certainly should 
receive yOur consideration is that re- 
peatedly brought to your attention by 
the present secretary of the treasury, the 
essential features of which have been 
approved by many prominent bankers 
and business men. According to this 
pian national banks should be permitted 
to issue a specified proportion of their 
capital in notes of a given kind, the 
issue to he taxed at so high a rate as 
to drive the notes back when not wanted 
in legitimate trade. This plan would 
not permit the issue of currency to give 
banks additional profits, but to meet the 
emergency presented by times of strin- 
gency. 
Automatic System Needed. 

*‘" do not say that this is the right 
system. I only advance it to emphasize 
my belief that there is need for the adop- 
tion of some system which shall be auto- 
matic and open to all soung: banks, 80 
as to avoid all possibility of discrimina- 
tion and. favoritism. Such a plan would 
tend to prevent the spasms of high money 
ang speculation which now obtain in the 
New York market; for at present there is 
too much currency at certain seasons of 
the year, and its accumulation at New 
York tempts bankers to lend it at low 
rates for speculative purposes; whereas 
at other times when the crops are befng 
moved there Is urgent need for a large 
but temporary Increase in the currency 
supply. It must never be forgotten that 
this question concerns business. men gen- 
erally quite 4s much as bankers; especial- 
ly is this true of stockmen, farmers and 
business men in the west; for at present 
at certain seasons of the r the differ- 
ence in interest rates ween the east 
and the west is from 6 to 10 per cent, 
whereas in Canada the corresponding dif- 
ference is but 2 per cent... Any plan 
must, of course, guard the interests of 
western ang southern hankers as care- 
fully as it guards the interests of New 
York or Chicago bankers and must be 
drawn from the standpoints of the farmer 
and the merchant no jess than from the 
standpoints of the city banker and the 
country banker.

‘There is no feature of President Roosevelt’s message which will be read 
with more interest in the south, or is of more importance to this section,

That shipments of liquor from one state into another are protected by 
the laws governing interstate commerce, and cannot legally be interfered | 
with by state, county or other authorities, is the substance of a decision of , 
the supreme court of the United States in a case carried up from Georgia, 
and involving such shipments from Augusta into the dispensary state of 
South Carolina. 

Manifestly it would likewise be an unconstitutional discrimination to 
prohibit intrastate shipments into dry counties, as long as parties just across 
state lines enjoy that privilege, and our own supreme court has already 
enunciated that principle in the Lawrenceville case. 

We are confronted by the fact, therefore, that there is at present’ no 
possible legal way by which liquor shipments can be kept out of dry coun- 
ties, if any citizen or citizens of such counties want it and order it. By 
laws laid down by supreme courts, the highest law of the land, the citizen 
is protected in this privilege whenever he chooses to exercise it. 

This being true, there arises the question, shall Atlanta restrict the sale | 
by higher license and more adequate police protection, as is proposed, or 
shall it yield its revenue by prohibiting the sale and opening its gates to | 
the liquor markets of surrounding cities? 

There is no escape, under prohibition, from an influx of liquor shipments 
—too often liquors of the worst sort—from other states, even from the cities 
of our own state. Under no statute or legal pretext could bg be stopped. 
And this does not deal with the “blind tiger” problem. 

All of which goes to convince us that the wisest course of al] has been 
mapped out for Atlanta by the special committee from council, which has 
reported strongly in favor of charter amendments fixing higher license, cen- 
tralizing the traffic and surrounding it with every possible safeguard ‘to 
the community. 

This plan has been indorsed with a remarkable unanimity of sent}, 
ment, and it has met with practically no opposition.

FOUR MEN WERE INJURED 
DY FALL INTO THE FILL 


Engineer of Work Train Put on the 
Brakes, Saving the Fireman and 


Himself—One Man on the 
Train Made a Leap 
to Safety. 


With the breaking of the temporary 
trestle used for the making of a big fill 
for the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlan- 
tic railroad, four men, two white and 
two colored, narrowly escaped with their 
lives yesterday about noon. This: work 
is being done by the Lane brothers, who 
have the contract for the making of this 
fill which /will be eventually used for 
the laying of double tracks for the -At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic. 

A long hign trestle is being used in 
the building of*this fill and a portion 
of this trestle, between Mangum and 
Foundry streets, gave way yesterday 
under the heavy weight of four cars load-} 
ed with dirt, and five men at work on 
the train went to the pile of dirt below, 
ohe man saving himself by jumping. The 
four men injured ‘were taken to the 
Grady hospital, where they gave their 
names as E. M. Kuykendall, Antonio 


Calo, John Craig, colored, and Will 
Moore, colored. 


This fill had already been partly filled 
with dirt and this. saved the men from } 
& much higher fall than would ‘have oc- 
curred had the break occurred at some 
other point on the long trestle. As it 
was, the men fell with the four cars to 
the dirt below, a fall of about :25 feet. 

John Kemp, engineer of the work train, 
Saw the break just as the trestle work 
began to @ive way. Immediately he 
placed the brakes on the engine, but in 
spite of this fact, the weight of the 
falling cars coupled to the little engine, 
dragged the locomotive to within 6 feet 
ot the gap in the temporary bridge. Here 
fortunately the brakes held the engine, 
otherwise the engineer and fireman 
would probably both thave been killed 
in the fall. 


Men and Cars Take Tumble. 

The four men who fell were on the 
top of the loaded cars, oné tnan to each 
car, for the purpose of dumping the 
ear and throwing the dirt to the fill.be- 
low. Just as the first car was about 
to be dumped, the temporary structure 
erected for the purpose of runying out 
these work trains loaded with dirt, gave 
way, and men and cars went to the dirt 
bank below, one other man jumping te 
a part of the trestle work which still held 
solid. 

It seemed almost a miracle that in the 
fall with these heavy cars, thé men es- 
caped with the few injuries which were 
sustained. FE. M. Kuykendall was the 
most fortunate, and while badly shaken 
up and bruised, was able to go to his 
home on Magnolia street. Examination 
at Grady hospital showed that Antonio

Cooper Tried Governor 
Again But He Refused to 
Interfere. 


LEGAL TRUST 


The final appeal in behaif of old man) 


J. G. Rawlings, who 
Valdosta yesterday on the same gallows 


Carter children, reached Governor Ter- 
rell in his morning’s mail. 

The appeal consisted in a petition of 
about ten ines from Attorney John R. 
Cooper, of Macon, stating that J. G. 
Rawlings was insane and asking the 
governor to order that he be tried in the 
court of ordinary .on the charge of 
lunacy under the act of 1904. 

This petition appears to have beem 
based solely on a letter and a telegram 
from Dr. Herbert Adams, of Savannah. 
The letter was dated November 27, and 
stated in substance that the writer was 
unable te,go to Valdosta at that time to 
examine Rawlings as to his sanity, but 
declared that if old man Rawlings had 
been correctly quoted in the newspapers 
there was no doubt of the fact that he 
Was crazy. 

This was considered hardly sufficient 
evidence for the governor to act upon, 
nor was the telegram, which read: 

. “Savannah, Ga., December 2.—John R. 
Cooper, Macon, Ga.: Impossible for me to 
go to Valdosta now. Get Valdosta physi- 
cian to make examination, then have 
lunacy commission appointed. Rawlings 
surely crazy. DR. HERBERT ADAMS.” 

Governor Terrell has not been in’ the 
habit of dcting on long distance examina- 
tions as to sanity, and he gave the ap- 
peal no attention, making no reply. 

There also came a telegram to Gov- 
ernor Terrell through the prison com- 
mission asking for a respite for old man 
Rawlings until his ease could be pre- 
sented to the commission with a view to 
securing executive clemency. This Ilike- 
wise the governor ignored. He had de- 
termined, as has been stated, to interfere 
no further in the case. 

The fact that the negro Alf Moore 
made practically no retraction of his 
former charges when on the gallows, is 
of particular interest as bearing on the 
cases of Milton and Jesse Rawlings, the 
date of whose execution is set for Fri- 
day, December 7. Much is thought ‘to 
have depended on his dying statement, 
especially in view of the persistence with 
which oid man Rawlings stated that the 
negro would exonerate the boys when 
he saw that death was inevitable. 

The prison commissioners wiil meet to- 
morrow to take up tne appiication of 
the boys for executive clemency, and their 
proceeaings with be watched with no 
little interest. It is generally conceded 
tnat the pest the boys can hope for is 
imprisonment for lite.

AT RAPID RATE 


Atterney General of Alabama 
Makes Interesting Report 


Crimes of More Serious Nature Are 
Rapidly Increasing—Hon. Mas- 
sey Wilson Also Recom- 

mends Enactment of 
Certain Laws. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—@fhe attorney general, Hon. Mas- 
sey Wilson, has in a report of four 
years in his office, presented the gov- 
ernor with many interesting facts, not 
the least of which is that crime of the 
more serious sort is increasing at a 
rapid rate, For the two years ending 
September 30, last, there were more 
than double the number of homicides 
of the two years before. 

“IT am unable,” he says, to account 
for this astounding increase. Certainly 


the most thoughtful consideration of 
the people of this state, and most espe- 
cially of the executive officers.” 

During the two years ending Septem- 
ber 30. 1904, there were. 338. cases of 
homicide disposed of in the state; of 
this number there were 146 convictions 
for murder in the first degree; 10! for 
murder in the second degree; 65 for 
manslaughter in the first degree, and 
32 for manslaughter in the second de- 
gree. 

During the two years ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1906, it appears that there were 
669 cases of homicide disposed of in 
the state; of this’ number there were 
184 convictions for murder in the first 
degree; !!4 for murder in the second 
degree; i!27 for manslaughter in the 
first degree, and 47 for manslaughter 
in the second degree. /}

Solicitor General Hoyt Argues, for 
the Government, That the Fed- 
eral Court Has Not Gone 
Beyond Its Juris- 


diction. 


Washington, D. C., December 4.—In the 
supreme court of the United States argu- 
ment was made today in the legal cases 
in the contempt cases instituted by the 
department of justice against Sheriff 
Jonn F, Stiipp, of Hamilton county, Ten- 
nessee, and twenty-seven others, all 
charged with conspiracy to lynch the 
negro, Bd Johnson, who, after the su- 
preme court had taken cognizance of his 
case last March, was taken out of the 
jail, at Chattanooga, by a-mob. The 
opening argument was by Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hoyt. and he had not concluded 
when the court adjourned for the day. 

The cases are not before the court on 
their merits, but merely on the questions 
of law which are presented, the principal 
one of which is that of jurisdiction. It 
is contended on behalf of Mr. Shapp and 
his codefendants that the United States 
court had no jurisdiction in the 
cases in the beginning, that, therefore, 
the supreme cout of the United States 
is without jurisdiction, and that hence 
the case was no® properly before that 
court, and ag it was not properly there, 
that no contempt was possible. .Mr, 
Hoyt took. issue with his antagonists, 
and quoted many precedents to show 
that the federal court has not gone be- 
yond the proper bounds in assuming 
jurisdiction in the case. He said that 
the allegations had heen made that John- 
son's right as an American citizen had 
been invaded, and that the fedaral courts 
were open to him under the circum- 
stances.

Some Records Made. 

An examination of the criminal cases 
decided by the supreme court during the 
last four years shows that of 1!197 re 
versals, 30 per cent were on account of 
erroneous rulings of the lower court on 
the evidence; 15 per cent on account of 
the refusal of special charges requested 
by the defendant, and about 20 per cent 
more on account of rulings on pleading 
and practice. |
